Washington, Jan. 13.-—Commissary 
General Charles P. Eagan yesterday re­ 
appeared before the war investigation 
commitIah; to answer the charges of 
General Nelson A. Miles, concerning the 
commissary supplies furnished the army 
during the recent war. General Eagan 'n 
statement furnished the sensation of the 
war commissions history, and was re­ 
garded by old army officers as one of the 
most remarkable attacks ever made in 
the history of the service. 
General 
Eagan’* statement to the commit t* -o was 
a bitter personal attack upon General 
Miles, so * ut in ly unqualified both as to 
•cope and language that the war com -I 
tnittee, on hearing iii conclusion, or- 
den.*l a brief crernxjye s* -- m, after 
which the door* wei>n•• >i>* nod, the wit- 
ness wa* recalled and business resumed 
In the regular way, The subject in con­ 
troversy was General Miles* already 
famous “embalmed beef” t< -timony, 
and the letters and documents i-ai*i»*rt- 
ing it. 
This reflated upon both the ability 
and honesty of the commissary deptrt- 
meut, lied angered General Eagan and 
oansed him to request to bi* recalled to 
reply t** General M Un* charges. 
That 
his statements conc ruing the command­ 
ing general was not the result of a Mid­ 
den outburst of passion wa* clearly 
shown by the fact that General Eagan 
nod his remarks from a carefully pre­ 
pared typewritten copy. 
As soon ss the natnre of General 
Eagan s statements I‘ocame known a t­ 
tention was directed to army head mar 
ti rs to ascertain wh it in we would h 
made by G* neral Milo*, 
Tilt latter, 
through Gob ne! Miehlor, his chief aide. 
beyond saying that h« ha ! stood for th 
.v idler.-, declined to make any Mate- 
m m t saving that now m a not the time 
for talk. 
General Hagan* Testimony. 
General Eagan referred to the pnb- 
lished interviews of Qmusrml Miles and 
correspondence bctw -en them as to 
their authenticity, General Miles having 
made a non-o<>innuttal reply aud the 
witle ss then said in part: 
‘‘When a man refuges to d« ay a libel 
or fall* itoed or a stat . ment attributed to 
him it is well kn- wa tliat ho assumes 
the matter. 
When he avoid* the ques­ 
tion the supposition is tliat he cannot 
deny it. 
My question is not answered 
yet. 
Ile* has not denied the interview 
published in the New York Journal 
dated Dec. 28, and having refused to 
distincly deny it, he should be held to 
the strictest accountability for it. If he 
made them' statement* a* set 
forth 
then*, then 
he 
lied 
again aud if 
he mode the statements tliat ‘proteas** 
is the precise term to be ustd’ (as he 
mad when referring to the ’experiment*) 
thou ht* lied with as black a heart as tin­ 
men who blew up the Maine possessed, 
and he deserves to be characterised and 
known to America and Ektrope, where 
his statements have gone, as bciiig tho 
colossal, prodigious liar of tho nine­ 
teenth century.

General Eagan, referring to new spa- 
per attacks, asserted that the secretary 
of war had nothing whatsoever to do 
with the furnishing of refrigerated 
meats en* tinned moats, nor had he at 
touipt.d tooontrol the contracts, awards 1 
or purchases, and in this connection, in 
heated language, he attacked three New 
York newspapers and their editors and 
proprietors, whom he said should be in­ 
dicted and tried for treason to the 
United State* during this war, as giving 
aid comfort and information to the pub­ 
lic enemy for the sole purpose of gain. 
“ Were I a man of wealth or means," he 
protested, “ I would take this subject 
upon myself; I Would put journal!.-tic 
knaves, purloiner- of the secrets of the 
government, behind the liar*, where 
tiny belong." 
“Having traversed General 
Miles’ 
statements,'’ lie said, “having shown 
him to you to V* a liar, having demon­ 
strated the animus that pervades this 
whole matter, I now go back to hi* 
statement that in hi* judgment food was 
one of tho serious eau*- * of so much 
sicku- sa and dintros* of the troops.

Indianapolis, Jan. 13.—Both branches 
of the legislature are fairly Md tied down 
to business now that the senatorial con­ 
test is over, and the business of both 
houses is being taken up vigorously. In 
the house yesterday morning 49 bills 
wore introduced, and one of them (by 
Mr. Canada) was passed, the constitu­ 
tional rule requiring three readings hav­ 
ing been suspended. 
Tho bill provides 
that in civil suits tx fore the supreme or 
appellate oourt where the case is delayed 
by the failure of coparties nonresident 
of the state to appear, the court may ar­ 
range for a summons through the press 
rather than by personal service. 
The 
bill was approved by Supreme Judge 
Monks, in view of the many eases now 
dragging before the oourt. 
Some little 
objection was raised to rushing such an 
important bill through without letting 
the members have a chance to study it, 
but most of tho members seemed con­ 
tent after speech©* by some of the law*- 
yers of the body. 
Ann mg tho bills introduced was one 
by Mr. Downey requiring druggists to 
have county as well as government li­ 
cense for the sale of intoxicating liquor. 
Several committees reported, killing 
about one-third of the bills introduced. 
So far 160 bills have been introduced in 
the house. 
The senate began its business with a 
report by Senator Early, chairman of 
the judiciary committee. 
B ill98, allow­ 
ing ex-soldiers to peddle in the state 
without signal license and 32, relating 
to attorney fees in veil nod cases, were 
favorably reported, and bill 2 1, fixing 
salaries for township trustees, was re­ 
ferred to the committee on county and 
township Lu -mess. 
Senator Binkley 
introduced a bill 
which provides that the state Ixiard of 
education must issue licences to school­ 
teachers who pass the required examina­ 
tions. 
At present only graduates of the 
State Normal are so favored. 
Senator Johnson introduced a bill au­ 
thorizing the state oil inspector to stop 
leaks in gas wells, after notification has 
been given the owner, aud hold the 
owner for th* expense. 
Another bill by 
Mr. Johnson makes it a misdemeanor 
for the owner t»> allow a leak to go un­ 
noticed, and making him personally 
liable for the same.
